“The private lands in- 
cluded in the study area are 
the 11 acre property on the 
western side of the hill 


. which is zoned for single 
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family residential use, anda 
number of parcels on the 
eastern side of the hill, all of 
which are zoned for multi- 
unit residential use. 

“The committee’s goal 
was to develop an area plan 
which would carry out the 
policies of the city’s general 
plan, and protect the most

ALBANY — Formation 
of an Albany Civilian Con- 
servation Corps, with a 
“nucleus of employes doing 
a wide yar of tasks,”’ is 
one of the city’s proposals 
for using from $75,000 to 
$225,000 in federal job funds. 
The Albany CCC would 
cost about $192,000 over a six 
months period, under an 
application being consi- 
dered by the city council. 
The council last night set 
March 14 for a public hear- 
ing to consider more than 30 
proposals for spending 
$777,000 in federal funds 
under the CETA Title 6 
program. ’ 
ince the applications 
far exceed the amount of 
funding, the council will be 
forced to reduce, eliminate 
or combine many of the 
proposed projects. 


Albany 
beating 
‘odds’ 


ALBANY — Running 
against the averages, 
Albany’s rainfall for the 
weather year (July 1 to 
June 30) topped 1976 by 
1,30 inches as of Feb, 28. 

“And there’s another 
20 days to go before 
Spring,’’ George Ber- 
nard, Albany’s veteran 
weatherman, exulted 
today. ‘‘We should stay 
ahead of 1976 and wind 
up with more precipita- 
tion than last year’s re- 
cord low of 11.98 inches. 
To date we’ve got 9.06.”" 

But George isn’t an- 
ticipating more rain in 
the immediate future. 
“Moon’s wrong at the 
moment, and the winds 
are coming out of the 
north, which doesn’t 
help. 

“The holostric barome- 
ter has been reading 
about 30.4, and it has to 
drop to 29.9 before it'll 
rain. If the pressure falls 
when the moon is in its 
first quarter, next week, 
we might see some mois- 
ture.”

The federal funding is in- 
tended to provide local jobs. 
Deadline for submitting the 
city’s final application to the 
Alameda County Training 
and Employment Board is 
March 15. 

The council also named

The proposal states, 
“Retired persons with skills 
doing part-time work to 
overcome various deficien- 
cies of society, housing, 
human services and public 
services. Twenty five par- 
cones or equivalent.” 

he second largest prop- 
osal is the $114,000 “Public 
Service Coordinated Pro- 
ject”. 

Other proposals include: 

—Building dismanteling 
project, $109,000. 

—Senior Citizens Home 
Repair Service, $67,000. 

—Beautification of Al- 
bany Hill and area creeks, 
$44,600. 

—Senior Citizens Meal 
Preparation, $38,700. 

—Outreach to isolated 
elderly, $35,400. 

—Waterfront cleanup 
ahd slope protection, 
$34,500. 

—Senior citizens trans- 
portation, $20,700. 3 
_ —Special projects, pub- 
lic works, $20,700. 

The council is also plan- 
ning to submit an applica- 
tion to federal authorities 
for funding to construct an 
access road with utilities 
from the freeway to the Al- 
ny waterfront area. 

‘otal cost would be about 
$855,000 with the federal 
Economic Development 
Administration asked to 
peice $555,000 and the 
ocal share being about 
$300,000. 

The council has set its 
priorities for such projects 
receiving outside help, with 
the others in order of impor- 
tance being expansion of the 
Albany Library, redesign- 
ing of San Pablo Avenue,

School candidate discusses policy 


KENSINGTON — “No 
matter how important the 
program you have to keep 

our eyes and ears open. 
You have to be ready for 
change.” 

Thus did Kensington 
housewife Muriel Scolnick 
sum up’‘her candidacy for a 
berth on the Richmond Un- 
ified School District board 
of trustees. 


Responding to a common 
set of questions the I-G is 
asking all school board can- 
didates, Mrs. Scolnick first 
dealt with the matter of vol- 
untary vs. forced busing by 
saying she is opposed, in 
principle, to moving small 


children out of their 
neighborhoods. 
“My goals are better edu- 


cation for all children,”’ she 
said. ‘If busing is necessary 
to achieve this then busing 
should be considered.’’ 

Should the court order 
busing in the district, she 
said the board in a sense 
would have to both comply 
with and appeal the deci- 
sion. 


“T feel that laws should be 
obeyed,”’ she said, ‘‘but if 
they are not good laws every 
effort should be made to 
change them.” 

Asked her ideas on easin 
the district's financia 
crisis, she said she believes 
“a better watch should be 
kept on purse strings to the 
extent that funds are not 
spent to duplicate existing 


facilities and that every 
penny is wisely spent. 

“What's important is the 
philosophy of watching 
money,” she said. ‘“‘I know 
for example, of one school 
that has far more learnin 
machines than are need 
in terms of the number of 
children- attending the 
school. 

“Anything presented to 
the board involving spend-

ing money should not be ae- 
cepted in toto unless every 
part has been thoroughly 
investigated an 
documented,” she added. 
Should the board have 
minority representation? 
“Approximately half of 
the children who attend our 
schools come from a minor- 
ity background,”’ she re- 
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‘guide development; (2) to

velopment upon existing

“4. It is recommended 
that existing city regula- 
tions governing environ- 
mental impacts of de- 
velopment, and the prep- 
aration of environmental 
impactreports, be retained. 

“5. In addition to general 
design guidelines which 
apply to all hill develop- 
ment, additional guidelines 
are recommended for the 
undeveloped single family 
residential area on the 
western side of the hill. 
These include retaining the 
wooded nature of the area, 
encouraging of clustering in 
order to minimize grading 
and excavation, preserva- 
tion of native grasses to the 
greatest extent feasible, 
and dedication of the area 
identified in the General 
Plan as Open Space- 
Conservation to the city 
when the property is de- 
veloped. 

“6. A traffic study of the 
hill area, either by city staff 
or by consultant, is recom- 
mended to deal with specific 
problems identified during 
the course of the study. 
These include dangerous 
corners on Hillside Street, 
traffic loads and circula- 
tion, and problems of speed- 
ing. 

“General Committee re- 
commendations are to re 
tain the non-through 
character of hill streets, 
provide access to the west- 
ern part of the hill from 
Pierce Street, retain the 
existing unimproved right- 
of-way between the ends of 
Taft and Jackson Streets for 
emergency access only, and 
retain the unimproved 
Madison Street right-of-way 
to provide access to Creek- 
side Park. 

“7. It is recommended 
that Madison Street bet- 
ween Solano Avenue and 
Creekside Park be desig- 
nated as acity bicycle route, 
and consideration be given 
to extension of a bicycle 
ark west- 
ward to Pierce Street. This 
would establish Creekside 
Park as a bicycle destina- 
tion point and make possible 
a foop ey around Al- 
bany Hill. 

“8. It is finally recom-

mended that the city seek 
agreements with property 
owners advacent to the 
parks to allow public use 
and/or management of open 
space lands. Specifically, 
seek an agreement with In- 
terstate General Corp., or 
its grantees to allow public 
use of the 18 acres of hill 
open space retained in pri- 
vate ownership. 

“Of particular value 
would be a bicycle path bet- 
ween Creekside Park and 
Pierce Street, and a foot- 
path from Creekside Park 
around the western side of 
the hill, connecting ulti- 
mately to the hilltop. Seek 
agreements with adjacent 
property owners on Jackson 
and Madison Streets to as- 
sure maximum protection 
of the remaining oak wood- 
land, following develop- 
ment of these properties. As 
described in five above, the 
open space area of the 11 
acre property on the west- 
ern side of Albany Hill 
should be dedicated to the 
city at the time the property 
is developed. 

“The committee carried 
out its work on a consensus 
basis, in order to work out 
differences of opinion bet- 
ween members and arrive 
at a conclusion which 
all cen miee FA hoped 
would support. It is ho 
that this ore will be a feasi- 
ble and effective means of 
protecting the hill’s values 
as an open space area and 
wildlife refuge, as visual 
open space, and as an asset 
to the community. The plan 
will be presented to the Al- 
bany Planning and Zoning 
Commission at the regular 
commission meeting; which 
begins at 8 p.m. Public at- 
tendance and comment is 
invited,’’ Havlik concluded.

OAKLAND — A superior 
court judge is dissatisfied 
with initial arguments sub- 
mitted to show that the Al- 
bany City Council has the 
power to forbid the use of its 
police department’s PSE 
machine. 

Judge Robert Kroninger 
yesterday allowed seven 
days for submission of an 
amended petition by City 
Attorney Larry Saler. 

Saler indicated he will au- 
gment his petition with 
other materials including 
the Albany City Charter, 
“Section 3” listing the city 
council’s powers. 


After receiving the 
amended petition, Judge 
Kroninger will set a new 
date for deciding on a de- 
murrer filed by Police Chief 
James Simmons’ attorney, 
alleging that the city’s peti- 
tion is without legal basis. 


Yesterday’s hearing was 
scheduled after the Albany 
City Council voted 3-2 to ban 
the Psychological Stress 
Evaluator, and Chief Sim- 
mons refused to obey, say- 
ing the machine would con- 
tinue to be available to of- 
ficers for investigative use. 


The PSE machine is de- 
signed to determine truth 
and falsity of suspects’ 
statements by recording 
and measuring voice pat- 
terns. Opponents claim the 
machine is unreliable and 
dangerous to constitutional 
safeguards.

community’s residents to 
“get involved”’ in criminal 
matters. : 

Today, despite a modest 
crime rate that people of 
neighboring communities 
can only envy, public 
apathy is rapidly diminish- 
ing with the development of 
a citizens’ crime prevention 
pera with a potential to 

come a model for other 
areas to follow. 

Thirty pee of the ci- 
ty’s 165 blocks have been 
organized into a system 
known as the Kensington 
Home Alert, headed by Jes- 
sie White, president of the 


' Kensington Property Own- 


ers Assn., and attracting 
well in excess of 100 persons 
to its monthly meetings. 

Police-community rap- 
port is such that citizens’ 
complaints against officers 
are virtually unheard of. 
Both elements are deter- 
mined to keep Kensington’s 
crime figures low at a time 
when many cities across the 
nation have come to view 
high crime rates as a per- 
manent state of affairs. 

Gist, in his fifth year as 
police chief, doesn’t feel 
such a fate is inevitable for 
Kensington, but he sees 
some dark clouds on the 
horizon and is very ap- 
preciative of the work that 
the Kensington Home Alert 
is doing to help drive some 
of those clouds away. 

“Crime has been picking 
up in recent years here,” 
said Gist. ‘‘We didn’t have 
any violent crime until four 
or five years ago, but we’re 
starting to get it now. 

“We had one case where a 
burglar’ tied ue a woman 
and ripped off her house,” 
he said. ‘‘Another time a 
man asked a woman if he 
could ue her phone because 
of car trouble, then knocked 
her down and stole her 
purse. 

“We also have seen two 
officers shot at,” he added. 
“All this is new in recent 
years. 

“Burglary has the biggest 
crime potential here,’’ said 
Gist. ‘‘The number of 
burglaries actually went 
down to 61 last year from 75 
the year before, but the total 
loss went up from $42,751 to 
$59,843.”’ 

Gist points with pride to 
the fact that not a single 
burglary. was reported in 
Kensington obrine De- 
cember, traditionally the 
heaviest month of the year 
for this offense. 

“We made a special effort 
and it’ paid off,’ he said. 
“I’m definitely convinced, 
contrary to what some other 
departments will tell you, 
that the movement of police 
cars has a tremendous im- 
pact on burglary. We've 
made some good on-view 
burglary busts with out 
around-the-clock patrol. 

“The more uncommitted 
patrol time and the greater 
the visibility of policemen, 
the less crime there’s going 
to be,’’ he added. ‘‘You can’t 
eliminate crime, but at least

you can keep it from es- 
calating.”’ 

With a new addition this 
month, the Kensington 
Police Department now 
numbers 10 sworn officers, 
including Gist. 

Although the number of 
actual felonies in the city 
dropped from 105 in 1975 to 
80 last year, Gist said case 
loads have been picking up 
every year because of the 
steadily increasing com- 
plexity of officers investiga- 
tions, report writing and 
court appearances. 

“‘New court decisions 
come down so fast that what 
was legal yesterday is 
thrown out today,” he said. 
“It’s extremely demoraliz- 
ing to your officers. How do 
you keep their initiative up 
when they make a good ar- 
rest and the case is thrown 
out because of a technical- 
ity? 

“I’m a believer in 
unishment and I also be- 
ieve everybody’s worth a 
second chance,” he added, 
“but after a guy’s been 
given a second chance and 
still can’t conform to soci- 
ety, he should be put away. 
“There is a certain kind of 
criminal today who has no 
morality or conscience,”’ he 
said. ‘‘He doesn’t care what 
happens to you and me. He’s 
like a communicable dis- 

ease.”’ 

Gist feels most crimes for 
gain are probably drug- 
related. Poverty, he be- 
lieves, is a reason but not an 
excuse for crime. The oft- 
discussed breakdown of the 
family as the basic unit of 
society could be a factor in 
the moral decline, he said, 
but he noted there is also a 
vast increase in white collar 
crime involving ‘‘good fam- 
ily men.” 

The Kensington Home 
Alert, according to Mrs. 
White, developed from ac- 


tions by the Contra Costa 
County Crime Prevention 
Committee to set up 
neighborhood groups to be 
the eyes and ears of police 
departments. 

“I think Kensington has a 
good record now but we 
want to keep it that way,”’ 
she said. ‘‘We’re adjacent to 
Berkeley and we don’t want 
the situation to get like that. 

With a background as 
president of the property 
owners’ group and as an ac- 
tive participants in the 
United Way, Mrs. White 
felt she could help-set up a 
home alert system for Ken- 
sington. 

She got the property own- 
ers to subsidize the venture, 
covering printing, mailing 
and other operational costs. 

The first step in setting up 
the home alert was to set 
two natural divisions, or 
sections, consisting of seven 
areas each. The areas were 
then broken down into 
blocks. 

“We came up with a total 
of 165 blocks, each with a 
minimum of nine homes and 
a maximum of 21,” Mrs. 
White said. “We developed 
a system of ‘triangulation’ 
by which a person going on 
vacation tells a neighbor on 
each side and one directly 
across from his or her house 
to keep a lookout while 
they’re gone. 

“We also had a cross- 
index of streets made and 
put together three sets of 
instructions on how people 
should deal with emergen- 
cies,’’ she added. ‘‘For 
example, people are told to 
phone the police instead of 
running into someone else’s 
yard when they hear some- 
thing suspicious. 

“We're now in the process 
of recruiting block lead- 
ers,” she said. ‘‘We have 
about 50 out of the 165 
maximum. It’s purely op- 


tional. If people want to do 
it, okay. There’s no money 
involved. It’s strictly a 
loosely-held orientation.” 

Some of the people, ac- 
cording to Mrs. White, were 
leery of Kensington going 
into a ‘‘police state,” but the 
home alert system has 
reaped some positive social 
benefits. 

“We've stressed that the 
most important facet is that 
people know one another,” 
she said. ‘‘A lot of good vibes 
have come out of it, includ- 
ing some pretty good par- 
ties. Our goal is to have 
everybody covered. It 
means getting to know 
people who aren’t mixers 
and little old ladies who are 
living by themselves.

she said. “This is the first 
time an attempt has been 
made to completely or- 
ganize this sort of thing. We 
have an opportunity to see if 
it can be done. It could be a 
model for other areas.”’ 

Besides formalizing 
check lists, passing out in- 
struction sheets and or- 
ganizing neighborhoods the 
Kensington Home Alert is 
working closely with the 
local police department and 
is planning on having out- 
eee speakers in the 
field of law enforcement at 
monthly meetings.

Cooperation in 
park projects 


OAKLAND — “When it 
comes to apportioning the 
East Bay’s share of park 
and recreation funds from 
recent state legislation, a 
cooperative approach is the 
only ey the public is going 
to get what it needs to make 
the area more liveable.” 

This stand has been taken 
by the Board of the East Bay 
Regional Park District, as 
state legislators, county and 
city officers, and park and 
recreation agency boards 
struggle to equalize the mill- 
ions coming in state funds 
for critically-needed urban 
recreation. 

Immediately involved are 
$4 million for Alameda 
County and $2.3 million to 
Contra Costa from the 
Nepal ae State, Urban 
and Coastal Park Bond Act 
of 1976 (Proposition 2 on the 
November ballot) and 
$834,000 coming~from the 
Roberti-Z’ Ber; Gian Park 
Development Program. 

The Roberti program is 
set up for three years, but 
the Brown administration 
has indicated strongly that 
funding beyond this year’s 
$25 million will depend upon 
performance of public 
agencies in this initial go- 
around. 

In a direct effort to ease 
the Proposition 2 funds dis- 
tribution, the Park District 
Board pulled back Tuesday 
from its original recom- 
mendation that the two- 
county agency receive 25 
percent of the state allot- 
ments to both counties, di- 
recting a greater portion to 
the cities. 

“This Board recognizes 
and remains aware of the 
critical need of the cities for 

ark and recreational 
acilities,’’ stated unanim- 
ous resolutions applying to 
both counties. 

From its original 75/25 
stance, the Park Board is 
now recommending that the 
$4 million coming to 
Alameda County be dis- 
bursed at 19.8 percent to, 
EBRPD and .2 percent East 
Bay Municipal Utility Dis-} 
trict and that the $2.3 million 
in Contra Costa be split to 
give 20.3 percent to EBRPD} 
and 3.35 percent to EBMUD.

LAKEPORT — Clear 
Lake, largest natural 
freshwater pond in Califor- 
nia, looks to be a moist re- 
fuge for aquanuts during 
Drought Year II. 

Twenty-eight miles from 
end-to-end, and fed mostly 
by springs, Clear Lake has 
gradually-sloping banks 
and scores of boat- 
paunching ramps and 
marinas, fully-operative 
“whether it rains anymore 


or not. 

A full schedule of speed- 
boat and sailing races, 
water-ski competitions, and 
four black bass derbies car- 
ries through the summer, 
according to Noel Knight 
Jr., owner of Radio Station 
KBLC here, and president of 
the Lake County Chamber 
of Commerce. 

Present depth of Clear 
Lake is only a foot below 
‘“‘mean’’ shoreline level, 
Knight reports; and if a 
cloud-seeding program with 
four neighbor counties is 
successful, the level could 
improve. Even if there is no 
further rainfall, Knight es- 
timates Clear Lake will 
have about 90% of its 
water-volume by October. 

The Chamber of Com- 
merce currently is prepar- 
ing maps, showing lake 
depths, shallows to avoid, 
usable ramps and docks, 
plus other data for boaters. 
These will be available 
shortly from resorts and 
marinas, Knight said. 

He advised prospective 
vacationers to reserve early 
at all Clear Lake facilities, 
due to anticipated heavy 
demand caused by water 
shortages at other resort 
regions, Updated informa- 
tion on water conditions are 
Clear Lake will be provided 
until season’s end by the 
Chamber of Commerce, and 
by the Redwood Empire As- 
sociation in San Francisco. 

Located 100 airline miles 
north of San Francisco Bay, 
Clear Lake.can be reached 
over State Route 29 through 
the Napa Valley, or from US 
101 and Interstate 5 over 
State Route 20.

had set a longevity record 
for a bass carrying a DFG 


tag. 

The fish had been at large 
for 17 years, five months. 
Well, records are made to be 
broken, . 

The DFG’s striped bass 
prone now reports from 

tockton that a 30-pound 
striper caught Dec. 5 in the 
Sacramento River near 
Garcia Bend by Michael 
Viduya of North Highlands 
in suburban Sacramento 
carried its tag for 18 years, 
seven months. 

According to department 
records, the striper was 
tagged in Broad Slough 


during May 1958. 

Because the tag was 
returned by mail and the 
new record holder was not 
available for aging, DFG 
personnel could not 
precisely fix the striper’s 
age. 

But Barry Collins, junior 
aquatic biologist with the 
striper project, said that the 
fish’s age at the time of 
tagging as a 25-incher 
weighing 7% pounds was 
estimated at five years.

newspaper of general circulation published in Alameda County.

health or property, and thereupon they may proceed to expend, or

The first publication or posting of the notice shall be at least ten (10) 

days before the date of opening the bids. Notice shall be published at 

least twice, not less than five (5) days apart, in a newspaper or general 

circulation published in the City, or if there is none, it shall be posted 

in at least three (3) public places in the City that have been designated 

} by ordinance as the places for posting public notices. The notice shall 
distinctly state the project to be done. a 

“In its discretion, the Council may reject any bids presented and 
readvertise. If two or more bids are the same and the lowest, the 
Council may accept the one it chooses.-If no bids are received the 
Council may have the project done without further complying with 
this section. 

“Atter rejecting bids, the Council may pass a resolution by a 
four-fifths vote of its members declaring that the project can be 
performed more economically by day labor, or the materials or 
supplies furnished at a lower price in the open market. Upon adoption 
of the resolution, it may have the project done in the manner stated 
without further complying with this section. 

“if there is a great public calamity, as an extraordinary fire, flood, 
storm, epidemic, or other disaster, or if it is necessary to do 
emergency work to prepare for national or local defense, the Council 
may pass a resolution by a four-fifths vote of its members declaring 
that the public interest and necessity demand the immediate expendi- 
ture of public money to safeguard life, health, or property. Upon 
adoption of the resolution, it may expend any sum required in the 
emergency without complying with this section.”

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 

ALBANY AMENDING THE ALBANY 

CITY CODE BY ADDING SECTION 

2.22-9 THERETO TO PROVIDE 

WORKERS’ COMPENSATION 

PAYMENTS FOR POLICE RE- 

SERVE OFFICERS. 

THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
ALBANY DOES ORDAIN AS FOL- 
LOWS. 

Section 1: The Albany City Code is 
hereby amended by adding Section 
2.22-9 thereto, which shall read as 
follows: 

‘Sec. 2.22-9. Workers’ Compen- 
sation for Police Reserves. 
“Members of the City of Albany 

Police Reserve are entitled to the 

benefits provided by the Workers’ 

Compensation laws of the State of 

California if sustaining injuries aris- 

ing out of the course and scope of 

their activities while performing 

Police Reserve duties, subject, 

however, to the following condi- 

tions: 

(a) Recovery available shall be 
comparable to weekly payments 
afforded regular members of the 
City Police Department of the 
rank of Patrolman. 

‘(b) Payment of benefits shall 
commence on the first day of 
such duty-incurred injury; pro- 
vided, however, if time lost there- 
for is less than one-half (Ye) day, 
no payment shall accrue, and if 
time lost therefor is in excess of 
one-half day, a full day payment 
shall accrue.” 

Section 2: This Ordinance shall be

sponded. “To not have them 
represented on the board 
would be ignoring our chil- 
dren and their parents. It’s 
the responsibility of 
minorities to take their 
problems to the board and 
it’s the board’s responsibil- 
ity to find solutions.” 

The matter of split clas- 
ses, the practice of combin- 
ing students in consecutive 

rades in schools where 
there aren’t enough chil- 
dren in either grade for 
separate classes, is some- 
thing that has to be faced as 
existing fact, she said. 

“‘However,’’ she added, ‘‘I 
think the composition of 
such classes should be very 
carefully thought out and 
the teachers assigned to 
them be ones who have de- 
monstrated capability to 
handle multi-level irabrae 
tion. 

“T wouldn’t mind bright 
fifth graders put with slower 
sixth graders,” she con- 
tinued, ‘‘but I strongly ob- 
ject to, say, bright sixth 
graders put with under- 
achieving fifth graders. 
There’s no justice to either 
the teacher or the children 
in such cases. 

“It’s been demonstrated 
by educators,”’ she added, 
“that children respond most 
favorably to information 
and concepts that are only 
slightly ahead of their pre- 
sent level. Children learn 
best in steps.”” 

The small neighborhood 
school, she believes, is a 
good idea. 

“T’ve always felt children 
up to the third grade level 

ouldn’t be taken out of 
their neighborhoods,” she 
said. ‘‘After that, I don’t 
think it hurts the children 
any. It hassles the parents 
more than the children. 
Most children are 
psychologically ready for 
wider horizons by the time 
they are 10.” 

Should the district close 
down a few elementary 
schools and send children to 
the next closest schools as a 
means of easing financial 
problems? 


“Some schools,’’ she ad- 
ded, “are in such horrible 
condition that it would be 
doing the children a favor to 
get them out of that envi- 
ronment. Schools should 
only be closed in the interest 
of improving the education 
of the children. There’s no 
other reason. So some 
should stay open no matter 
how small they get. 

“Every neighborhood 
should have a school,” she 
said. “This is justification 

_ for keeping isolated schools 
open even if they have a 
small student body.” 

Mrs. Scolnick, whose hus- 
band, Robert, is an attor- 
ney, Is president of Friends 
of the Kensington Library 
and has been long active in 
school affairs, having chil- 
dren ranging in age from 11 
to 30 who all have attended 
or are attending local 
schools. 

“I think the strength of 
any educational system lies 
with the teachers,” she said, 
“and every effort must be 
pice to obtain and keep 

igh quality teachers and to 
support them in their efforts 
to educate our children,”’
